The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the 
school  year  1927-1928  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted: 

A  list  of  our  teachers  with  their  positions,  salaries, 
amount  of  experience,  education  and  form  of  certification 
is  given  below.  C  stands  for  certificate,  which  is  the 
highest  form  of  state  approval,  L  stands  for  license,  the 
next  grade  of  approval,  and  P  for  permit,  granted  from 
from  year  to  year,  until  a  higher  form  of  approval  is  ob- 
tained. All  teachers,  not  holding  certificates,  are  expect- 
ed to  study  and  prepare  for  examinations  in  various  sub- 
jects, in  order  to  obtain  a  certificate.  Unless  this  is  done 
within  a  reasonable  time,  they  may  lose  their  license  or 
permit.

A  study  of  the  above  table  reveals  some  interesting 
facts.  There  were  212  children  in  our  schools,  of  whom 
54%  were  boys.  The  difference  between  the  total  enroll- 
ment and  the  average  membership  is  caused  by  16  re- 
movals from  town,  four  leaAdng  at  16  years  of  age,  and 
by  a  number  of  prolonged  absences  due  to  an  epidemic  of 
mumps.  The  average  attendance  is  good  except  for  the 
Center  School,  and  233  of  the  absences  from  that  school 
were  from  one  family.  In  other  words  almost  one  fifth 
of  all  the  absences  in  the  district  were  from  that  one  fam- 
ily. The  same  school  had  the  poorest  record  for  punctu- 
ality, having  108  of  the  177  cases  in  the  whole  town,  and 
the  same  family  were  responsible  for  56  cases  of  tardi- 
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ness.  almost  one  third  of  the  number  in  the  whole  town. 
The  North  Branch  School  improved  greatly  over  its  last 
year's  attendance  record.  The  village  school  record  for 
tardiness  indicates  plainly  that  most  cases  of  tardiness 
are  unnecessary  and  could  be  prevented  if  there  were  a 
determination  to  prevent  it.  The  number  of  cases  in- 
creases with  the  grades,  Miss  Buxton's  and  Miss  Balch's 
room  having  the  best  record,  whereas  unpreventable 
cases  of  tardiness  should  occur  most  often  among  the 
younger  children.

The  School  Board  almost  doubled  its  nimiber  of  visits 
over  the  previous  year,  and  the  Superintendent  increased 
his  number  of  visits,  but  there  was  a  falling  off  of  20%  in 
the  number  of  visits  by  parents. 

It  seems  to  have  become  an  annual  custom  for  the 
State  Dep't  of  Education  to  offer  examinations  to  all  high 
schools  in  the  state.  This  year  they  gave  intelligence 
tests,  and  tests  in  History  and  English  to  seniors.  Below 
are  given  in  scores,  not  percents,  in  the  various  tests,  and 
for  three  other  schools.  A.  and  B.  had  a  lower  intelligence 
score  and  C  had  the  same  intelligence  score.  Our  pupils 
did  much  better  in  History  and  slightly  poorer  in  English.

Board  of  Health,  Division  of  Maternity,  Infancy  and 
Child  Hygiene,  during  the  past  year: 

A  Child  Health  Conference  was  held  in  May  with 
fifty-two  children  being  examined.  Thirty-five  of  these 
children  were  found  with  defects.  Many  corrections 
have  been  made  and  children  placed  under  treatment 
since  the  last  Conference. 

Home  visits  were  made  on  prenatal  mothers,  in- 
fants and  pre-school  children  during  the  year  by  the 
State  Nurse,  Mary  G.  Hurley,  in  charge  of  the  work  in 
Hillsboro  County. 

Splendid  cooperation  was  received  from  all  the 
townspeople.
